The 
last three witnesses of the crown were 
pathologists who gave evidence upon 
specimens taken at the post mortem 
upon Pattie Thelma Burnup who died 
October 22 and toliowing whose death 
were laid the charges of illegal use of 
instruments. It is probable that 
evidence will be concluded today and 
argument of counsel and charge to 
the jury by Mr. Justice Walsh will be 
niade tomorrow.

BUSINESS CASUALTIES. 

According te Dun and Co's. report there were 
fewer business failures in Canada last vear than 
the year before, with a smaller total of loss. The 
decrease In numbers amounted to nearly twenty- 
four per cent, igh the aggregate losses ran to 
within two per cent of the previous year’s record, 
Altogether 2.474 enterpri their doors 
during the year, compared with 3,247 in 1923. 
The gross indebtedness of the defaulters amounted 
to $64,530,975, against $65,810,382. It is of inter- 
est to note that in only two provinces, Ontario and 
New Brunswick, were there increased losses, the 
increase of $16,000,000 iy Ontario off-seting the 
decreases elsewhere almost completely. 

If the number of failures is a reliable indica. 
tion ‘of the state of trade, Alberta and Saskatche- 
nan were in much h last year 
than the year before, th the other provinces 
showing more or less improvement also in that 
respect.

WHERE CANADA COMES IN. 


Canadian enthusiasm for settlement at 
Paris may not be enlivened by the announcement 
that Canada is due to get five thousand pounds 
per year sterling less from Germany because of 
the priority given to United States claims in that 
settlement. Not that this country has experienced 
any undue accession of industry, business or 
wealth by reason of past remittances from Berlin. 
But we are a hopeful people, and there persiste 
alike in official circles and in the public mind a 
notion that some day we may get something from 
Fritz to offset the damages he inflicted upon us 
and the heavy legacy of debt with which he sad- 
dled us. lt is conceivable that interest in the Paris 
settlement would be greater if the despatches told 
us when we might expect something from Ger 
many and how much, instead of acquainting us 
with the fact that our prospects have been dimin- 
ished by the negotiations at the French capital. 

However, if Canada has not been getting paid, 
neither have any of the other Allies. There is 
some consolation in that. In the matter of repara- 
tions and damage claims Jerlin has not been play- 
ing any favorites. Jt has treated all claimants 
filike and ignored their demands with undiserim. 
inating consistency, Now that the United States 
has taken a hand in the affair there is moderately 
stronger hope that somebody will get something. 
If Uncle Sam cannot get money out of Germany 
the Allies may as well stop trying. If he succeeds, 
while he will take the first whack at the instal- 
ments there will be a percentage left for division 
among the others.

MORE BARRIERS PROPOSED. 


President Coolidge’s agricultural commission, 
reports that the cattle industry in the United 
States is suffering from want of a protective 
tariff which would keep out foreign hides and 
meat products. The commission having been set 
up to tell Congress how to make the farmers 
prosperous it is to be supposed likely that the 
recommendation will be acted upon. That will not 
help to bring better conditions for the cattlemen 
of Canada, and the packing plants which convert 
their beef animals into marketable products. 
There is a possibility, however, that Canadian 
growers will get compensation through the lower- 
ing of the barrier against the shipment of live 
cattle into the United States. 

The exclusion of Canadian cattle has not done 
for the United States farmer what it was suppos- 
ed to do, though it may have given the home 
rancher better prices for his unfinished stock. 
There have been complaints from the corn grow- 
ing states that feeders were both scarce and dear 
since the outside supply was cut off and a moder- 
ate demand that cattle ready to be put into the 
feed-lots and fattened for market should be 
udmitted free of duty. That would not improve 
matters from the standpoint of the Canadian pack- 
er but it would give the cattle grower a chance 
to sell his grass fed steers in the states where 
finishing has been brought to a fine art and 
where it constitutes one of the fundamental 
branches of the farming business. What the com- 
mission may have to say later on regarding that 
phase of the industry will be awaited with inter- 
est on this side of the line; all the more keen be- 
cause of the recommendation that the door be 


shut against Canadian hides and meat products.

Protection in Alberta, 

When the afternoon session opened 
Bonj. Lewton, chief fire and game 
guardian of Alberta, dealt with the re- 
lation of forests to the game resources 
of his province and of the west gen- 
erally.

PAY UNCHANGED 


The Board of Conciliation is in 
Favor of Present Rate Be- 
ing Sustained. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 15—The present 
scale of wages to commercia! tele- 


graphers tn Canada should remain , 


unchanged, in tho opinion of tha’ 
majority of the board of conciliation 
which recently considered the dise 
pute the telegraphers have had with 
thelr employers, the Canadian Nat- 
fonal and Canadian Pacifio Telegraph 
companies. The finding, in general, 
sustains tho status quo of the pre- 
sent scale, but grants to the men one 
week's holiday pay each year, and 
gives to the employers en improves 
ment in the standard of production 
of thelr Morse telegraphers.

R. H. Smith, K.C,, Toronto, was 
chairman of the board, James Simpe- 
son, Toronto, represented the men, 
and Judge F. H. Phippen, K.C., the 
companies. A. HE, Chapman, of Cal- 
gary, was the western division repree

board for the men. 

Mr. Simpson, in his minority ree 
port, differs with the majority ree 
port on several recommendations, 
the most important of which are as 
follows: 

That no action be taken to temove 
tho existing differential between 
rates of pay as obtained In western 
and eastern Canada, !t the standard 
is to be the higher rate now paid 
west of Winnipeg; that Morkrum and 
other automatio telegraphic operators 
should not be paid the Morse sche- 
dule; that recognition of the unlon 
and of the closed shop should not 
be granted, and that there should 
be no increase in the general cleri- 
cal wage levels. 

Not Unreasonable 

The majority report finds that exe 
isting rates of pay and overtime are 
not unreasonable and having in m'nd 
depressed business condiftions and un- 
employment, cannot recommend any 
increase. But it also meets the com- 
panies’ demands for a decrease with 
a reminder that while the rise in the 
cost of living was continuous, the 
men were necessarily late in securing 
their two increases and they should 
now have the benefit of the reverse 
condition, and, secondly, because it fe 
by no means certain that the cost of 
living is mot now showing an ad- 
vancing tendency, 

The board refuses 
the omployers tor a straight elght 
hour trick and a six-day week in 
place of the seven, seven and a hal’, 
and eihgt hour tricks now obtaining. 
This is one of the findings with which 
Mr. Phippen prefers to disagree. 

Tho board recommends a rulo lime 
iting the employment of married wo- 
men if their husbands are able to 
support them.
